Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 to 18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim/s(5) which include the (as decided in the pre 
appeal conference of June 28, 2007) there is no teaching at all that the trench has 
a first perpendicular sidewall is in a first crystallographic plane and a second 
perpendicular sidewall that is in a different crystallographic plane. In fact, the 
only evidence or disclosure of the orientation of the sidewalls
